"It’s under investigation,” a Virginia 


State Police spokeswoman 
confirmed to The National 
ENQUIRER in an interview.

lover, and claimed that 
he frequently beat Bobbi 
Kristina senseless. 

“Krissi was referring to 
Nick’s violent outbursts that 
turned physical and abu- 
sive, all of which were aimed 
at her,” a source told The 
ENQUIRER in an exclusive 
interview. 

“She was also upset that 
he’d text and flirt with other 
women, and suspected that 
Nick was cheating on her.” 

Determined to escape Gor- 
don, a fearful Bobbi Kristina 
planned to seek “safe haven” 
at a friend’s home, said the 
source.

A UTHORITIES have collected enough 
proof to nail Nick Gordon for murder 
and convince a jury that he brutalized 
Bobbi Kristina Brown to an early grave, 
a source close to the criminal investiga- 
tion claimed to The National ENQUIRER. 

What’s more, the $10 million civil lawsuit filed 
against Gordon by Bobbi Kristina’s family - ac- 
cusing him of viciously attacking her - will give 
prosecutors even more ammunition to charge 
him with homicide, a top legal expert said.

The suit revealed disturbing details of that 
incident, stating Gordon viciously attacked 
Bobbi Kristina, then 21, “punching her in the 
face, knocking out a front tooth, and drag- 
ging her upstairs by her hair.” 

In a series of dramatic photo recreations, 
The ENQUIRER has pieced together the po- 
tential aftermath of the brutal episode. 

The court papers, filed June 24 at Geor- 
gia’s Fulton County Superior Court, alleged 
Gordon also pummeled Bobbi Kristina right 
before the fatal bathtub incident, stating she 
“became embroiled in a loud argument with 
Defendant [Gordon].”

The court papers further claimed Bobbi 
Kristina had “confided” to a friend that Gor- 
don was “not the man she thought he was.” 

In an attempt to escape, she planned 
to meet a friend on Jan. 31, but early that 
morning she and Gordon got into the final ar- 
gument that would take her life. 

A source told The ENQUIRER: “One of the 
working police theories is that Nick knocked 
Bobbi Kristina out in a fit of rage and then 
panicked. 

“He thought about the way Whitney died, 
and then must have put Bobbi Kristina into 
the bathtub, thinking he could stage an ac- 
cident or suicide scene!”

B eloved tv dad Dick 
Van Patten - who 
passed away on June 
23 at age 86 - went to 
his grave heartbroken 
over his longtime pal Mickey 
Rooney.

“Mickey was grinning from 
ear to ear, clearly delighted 
to be with his old friends Dick 
and Mel,” said a source. 

At the time, Dick said: “Mick- 
ey was fine. He seemed terrific. 
But I guess when you’re 93 ...” 
He added: “Mickey was 
my idol. He could do 
everything. He was 
L\ a wonderful ac- 
tor. He could sing. 
He could dance. 
He could play 
instruments. Un- 
believable.” 

After Mickey’s 
death, The ENQUIRER 
published shocking photos 
showing the 5-foot-2 actor 
bloodied and bruised. 

We reported that enraged 
family members wanted au- 
thorities to determine whether 
his wife, Jan Chamberlin, was 
responsible for “elder abuse.” 


But Jan insisted that she was 
left reeling from claims that 
she subjected Mickey to physi- 
cal violence, and said her life 
had been a nightmare since he 
passed. 

Jan told The ENQUIRER: “I 
didn’t kill Mickey! I loved him!” 

The source added: “The 
whole thing shook Dick up. He 
couldn’t imagine it. He felt so 
lucky and blessed to have the 
family he had and his rock sol- 
id marriage to Pat, who he wed 
in 1954.” 

Published reports said Dick 
passed due to complications 
of diabetes. The ENQUIRER 
reported in our issue last 
week that the father of three 
had spent his final month in a 
hospital. 

Added the source: “No doubt 
Dick will be glad to see his old 
buddy Mickey in heaven. He 
loved him like a brother.” 


Forever the 
father figure! 

H IS “Eight Is Enough” TV family said 
Dick Van Patten was as much of 
a dad offscreen as he was on the 
popular sitcom from 1977 to 1981. 
Grant Goodeve, who played oldest son 
David Bradford, told The ENQUIRER: 
“Dick was like a father to me - not just on 
TV, but in real life! He had natural humil- 
ity, just like his character on the show. He 
had no airs about him, no attitude. 



“For my daughter Emily’s birthday, he 
had the guy at the race track who plays 
the trumpet play ‘Happy Birthday’ to her! 
She thought of Dick as her grandfather.” 

Connie Needham, who played youngest 
daughter Elizabeth Bradford, recalled for 
The ENQUIRER: “Dick was such a sweet 
man. My dad was a general contractor at 
the time of the show.
